this meeting he ordered all *he 
‘clubs he had formed to close for 
the evening, and all the members 
to go and take possession of *he 
hall. They did so, and _ five 
thousand men marchea in from 
all directions and occupied all of 
the building except that which 
was taken by the clergy and 
workers.
